At the end of the prayers the re- 
ligious head of the Muhammadan community at Saharanpur 
addressed the Musalméns present in the mosque at the 
time, and told them that they should not fall a dupe to the 
intrigues of the selfish fatalists who have made no secret of 
their disbelief in the Koran, but who have now joined them 
in their prayers in order to promote their own ends. Had 
not Maulvi Saiyid Muhammad immediately removed Sir Saiyid 
from the mosque,: the latter would have been subjected to 
worse treatment. A man who acts against his avowed prin- 
ciples cannot expect better treatment. Sir Saiyid is mistaken. 
in thinking that he has rendered a service to his country and 
nation by opposing the National Congress. He has greatly 
injured the Muhammadan community by inculcating in it 
‘the policy of masterly inactivity with a view to gain the 
good-will of Government officials. He tells Musalmans that.
